He says that the 
society provides the slaves with free- 
dem papers, which the Turkish %ftici- 
a's bave disregarded derisively, calling 
them “papers of the second slyvery.” 

He tells of ‘Turkish steamers engay- 
el in the slave traffic and says that 
wher the slave markets were closed in 
1£60, the slaves were brought within a 
day's march of Boenghazzi, from 
where they were sed@etly embarkel 
or returned to the interior,

among the Bedouins, who sell negroes

Star, discussing the census figures, 
geys:, “The announcement cé the de- 
lay, neglect ‘and inefficiency, which is 
the history of its taking, for the total 
fulis short of what had been expected. 
The population of the Dominion !s 
given as 7,081,869, with the returns 
from four electoral districts not yet 
reported, 

“Estimating this as accurately as 
possible, we have a total of 7,500,889 
an increase in the last ten years of 
1.779,654, which is to say a fraction 
mere than thirty-three, per cent. View- 
eu in the light of the record of our 
prosperous netghbors the percentage 
of ovr own increase is less unsatisfac- 
‘tory. It is, for instance, greater than 
that of the United States during an/ 
dccade of the last forty years, not ex- 
clading the period of phenomenal im- 
migration between 1870 andy 1899. 

“Only twice has our present rate 
been exceedel, between 1820 and 1830, 
wken the population of the United 
States increasei from 132,806,000 to 
17,669.000, and between 1830 and 1840, 
when the total rose to 23,191,000, Sev- 
en and a half or eight millions of pop- 
ulation would have a magnificent start 
01 the conquest of the century, but 
we will prebavly be able to work out 
cur destiny most satisfactorily on a 
basis of a population of sotmeihing 
over seven million.

Where It May Now Be Seen 


leys, ‘French & English Discoverten 


Two comets are at present to be 
seen in the northern hemisphere— 
Brook's comet, and a comet, which ts 
underatood to be new, and which has 
been discovered by French and English 
observers independently. 

Brook's comet is an interesting ob- 
Ject in the wostern sky. It is almost 
impossible to predict with accuracy 
the time when minor comets will re- 
turn to the range of human ‘vision. 
This one is some months late, as it 
visit® our part of the solar system 
every seven years or so As it threads 
its way among the planets it is sub- 
jected to many disturbances, but each 
time it returns it brings a message 
to astronomers of what has happened 
in ite course. It js only a small comet, 
and cannot compare with Halley's, 
which has a@ tail nearly ten times as 
long. It will be remembered that very 
little was seen in England of the great 
comet @ year ago, as there was very 
few evenings when it was visible, and 
even when the conditions were favor- 
able it was only a patch of misty light 
low down in the western sky. 

Although the opportunities for noti. 
cing the present visitor are far better, 
it is so small that nothing brilliant 
can be observed, moreover, we can see 
no tail. Most people know where to 
find the constellation of the Great Bear 
A little to the left of its tail on any 
clear night will be seen a luminous 
haze, which a pair of opera glasses 
will resolve into something like a dif. 
fused star. This is al) that can be seen 
of the comet, 

Although quite Invisible to the naked 
eye, there is another comet within 
range of our telescopes It is quite a 
new one, not having been noticed be- 
fore. It was discovered at Juvisy by 
M. Quenisset on September 23, but was 
observed quite independently by a Lon. 
don amateur observer, Francis Brown 
on September 24.
